"If,  apari  from  the  reasi>ns  already  «i\en,  further  aiithnritv  t»e  retiiiired  iiixm  which  to 
iKlse  the  action  refjuesled  h\  the  committee,  it  is  tiirnished  li\  the  Church  itself  In  ihis  citv 
es[)ccially,  experience  has  shown  the  niiessitv  r>f  divi-Hnu  the  peopl.  in  religious  matter  .icconl- 
ing  to  natumalilies.  Hence  there  are  Knylish  and  French  parishes  and  Kntjlish  and  French 
churches.  Kven  in  the  distribution  ()f  charity,  and  in  the  case-  of  ihe  voun^  and  the  infirm 
the  necessity  of  the  siime  division  h  recosnized.  and  there  arc  F:nBlish  ami  French  conferences 
of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society  and  the  Knghsh  and  French  Orphanaijes  and  As\hims.

.-\ct  proviiles  for  sch<w)ls  separate  from  the  Pul)lic  School-  on  relifjious  grounds  only  and  un 
ncme  other.

"They  an-  not  ex()ecle(l  to  com[K'te  with  the  public  schools,  while  the  Kngtish  sjieaking 
lalholic  sch(jols  must  and  do  comjiete  with  them.  In  fact,  where  lliev  fail  to  do  so.  the 
English -sijeakms  Catholics  send  their  children  to  the  public  schools.  I'nder  these  circum- 
stances, therefore,  we  need  scarcely  siiy  that  if  the  church  fails  to  do  her  duty,  the  conscience 
of  the  English-speaking  Catholic  people  must  not  be  submitted  to  outrage."  This  aspect  of 
the  case  makes  the  question  essentially  one  for  Your  Excellency  to  dispose  of. 

"The  church  which  legislates  in  her  own  way,  can,  if  her  authorities  will,  settle  this  matter 
aniicalily  Failing  that,  the  authorities  should  ask  for  special  legislation  f(.r  French  or 
bt-hngual  schools— a  separation  for  language  purposes  altogether  distinct  from  religious."
